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EIGHT YEARS OF EPIDEMIC POLIOMYELITIS IN MONTANA.

In 1915 there were reported in Montana 2 cases of epidemic polio- 
myelitis with | death. In 1916 there were reported L11 cases and 
24 deaths, a morbidity rate of 24.2 and a mortality rate of 5.2 per 
100,000 population. While these cases and deaths were reported 
from 12 counties, there occurred a distinet explosive outbreak with 
Yellowstone County and the city of Billings as foci, the majority of 
cases occurring within that county and in counties immediately sur- 
rounding the area of the outbreak, extending from Miles City, Custer 
County, on the east, to Livingston, Park County, on the west. 
Sporadic cases were reported in Cascade, Sheridan, and Toole 
Counties. 

The first case to be diagnosed occurred July li at Pryor, an inland 
point on the Crow Indian Reservation in Big Horn County, 25 miles 
south of Billings and 18 miles east of the nearest railroad point, 
Fromberg, in Carbon County. There was a history of previous visits 
and railway travel by Indian citizens of the reservation to both 
Fromberg and Billings. While difference of opinion existed as to 
the original source of the outbreak, the pandemic prevalence of the 
disease in Eastern States, beginning in May, 1916, suggests the 
souree, and a large exodus of carriers from the eastern infected areas 
indicates the probable means of transmission to the Montana districts 
attacked. 

The area immediately surrounding Billings and extending into that 
portion of Carbon County adjoining the Crow Reservation 50 miles 
southwest of Billings, suffered most. Seventeen cases and 3 deaths 
were reported among Indians at Pryor (see article by J. A. Murphy, 
Medical Supervisor U. S. I. D., Jour. Am. Med. Assn., vol. 67, No. 
17, October 21, 1916, p. 1247). 

Since the abortive type of the disease was not generally recognized, 
and it was the rule to report only those cases manifesting frank 
paralysis, it may be assumed that the number of cases reported 
reflects a minority of the actual infections occurring. At any rate, 
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surveys made in later vears to discover the actual number of crippled 


children in Montana counties reveals a surprising number of paralyses 
referable to that vear, many of which received no medical attention. 
It is difficult to estimate the actual number of all types of cases 
occurring in 1916; but it is safe to admit that probably not more than 
20 to 25 per cent were detected and reported. In this event the 
actual fatality rate of 21.6 would be materially reduced. 

The annual prevalence of epidemic poliomyelitis during the follow- 
ing years is given in Table IL. The morbidity and mortality rates 
are rates per 100,000 population; the fatality rate is the percentage 


of cases terminating fatally.

During the period 1917 to 1921, inclusive, all cases were sporadic 
and widely distributed, with only two exceptions: 

(1) Of the 37 cases and eight deaths occurring in 1917, distributed 
in 10 counties, 12 cases and two deaths occurred in Cascade County, 
with the city of Great Falls as a focus. The fatality rate in this 
outbreak was 16.7 per cent as compared with the general State rate 
of 21.6. 

(2) Of the 27 cases and five deaths occurring in 1920, 9 cases and 
three deaths occurred in Ravalli County, with the city of Hamilton 
as afocus. In this little outbreak the fatality rate was 33.3 per cent, 
as compared with a general State average of 18.5. However, the 
number of cases reported from Hamilton covers only those with 
frank paralysis. Investigation indicated a large number of cases of 
the abortive type, approximating 80 to 100. In fact, a general 
epidemic of so-called “bilious attacks,” “la grippe,” “colds,” and 
“tonsillitis’’ occurred among both children and young adults during 
the period in which 9 cases of poliomyelitis were reported: and several 
of these 9 patients gave history of recent previous contact with 
apparently harmless “colds (4). An unusual feature of this out- 
break was its appearance in late September, October, and November, 
months in which early winter weather occurred. 

During this entire period (1917-1921) only one case of poliomyelitis 
was reported in Yellowstone County (1 case in 1921); but in 1922 it 


again became an epidemic focus, 
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Of the 48 cases and seven deaths occurring in 1922, 42 cases and 
four deaths occurred in Yellowstone County—34 cases and four 
deaths in the city of Billings, and 8 cases with no deaths in the rural 
area immediately adjacent. Cases occurred in. other counties as 
follows: Sweet Grass, Lin January; Flathead, 1 in February; Wheat- 
Jand, 1 in May; Rosebud, | in August; Wibaux, 1 in August; Stili- 
water, 1 in September. 

The first case in Yellowstone County occurred January 6. No 
more cases appeared until July 14. The cases occurred, by months, 
as follows: January, | case; July, 6 cases; August, 26 cases; Septem- 
ber, 9 cases. 

The last case appeared September 15. Table IIL gives a brief 
history of these 42 cases. Interest is attached through the fact that 
the antipoliomyelitic serum advocated by Dr. E. C. Rosenow was 
used in the treatment of a large group of cases. 

Analysis reveals that of the 42 cases, 10, or 23.8 per cent, were 
diagnosed as*abortive types; 25, or 59.5 per cent, were afflicted with 
frank paralyses; and 7, or 16.7 per cent, were of the bulbar types. 
From footnotes it may be observed that 15 other persons gave a 
history of having had abortive attacks; and it was freely admitted 
that many persons in immediate neighborhoods where the disease 
occurred were afflicted with symptoms suggestive of abortive polio- 
nivelitis. 

The results of treatment of the 42 known cases is given in Table IL.

Since a large number of abortive cases occurred which received 
no treatment and which can not be computed, it is only fair to omit 
all abortive cases from the tabulation. In this event we find that 
of the 27 cases of the paralytic or bulbar types treated by serum, 
52.9 per cent made complete recoveries, 40.7 per cent have paralysis 
remaining, and 7.4 per cent died. Of the 5 cases treated symptom- 
atically, 20 per cent made complete recovery, 40 per cent have paralysis 


remaining, and 40 per cent died. 
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Because of the small number of cases in each group and especially 
in the group not receiving serum, conclusions are difficult; but on 
the face of the data it might appear that the use of serum is advan- 
tageous. In several instances it was noted that following spinal 
puncture for the purpose of diagnosis, improvement began imme- 
diately, even before the administration of serum. The possibility 
of relief afforded by spinal puncture should be eliminated as a factor 
if curative value of serum is to be finally determined. 

CONCLUSIONS. 

1) The study of poliomyelitis in Montana indicates that the 
disease does not originate without previous contact with infected 
individuals. These infected persons may be only (a) immune car- 
riers, (b) sufferers of mild or abortive attacks, or (¢) recognized cases. 

2) With exception of a few cases in isolated rural areas, out- 
breaks tend to occur along principal interstate and intrastate travel 
routes. 

(3) Considerable distances between Montana cities afford some 
natural protection against rapid spread of the disease. 

4) Without large, congested population centers, little oppor- 
tunity is afforded for acquisition of immunity by contact with mild 
infections. Rapid spread and a fatality rate higher than usual may 
ordinarily be expected in isolated communities when infection is 
introduced. 

5) Isolation or quarantine control measures are clearly ineffective 
without a common knowledge of the importance of recognition of 
the mild and abortive type cases. 

6) The value of antipoliomyelitic serum is regarded as neither 
proved or unproved. Its use appears to be without harmful results, 
of possible advantage, and apparently worthy of further adminis- 


tration and study.

FREE DENTAL DISPENSARY FOR DESTITUTE SCHOOL CHIL- 
DREN AT CIENFUEGOS, CUBA. 


American Consul Frank Bohr, at Cienfuegos, Cuba, reports under 
date of December 30, 1922, as follows: 

Through the initiative of the Rotary Club of Cienfuegos, provision 
has been made for the establishment of a free dental dispensary for 
the destitute school children of this city, and it is understood that 
prices have been requested from dental supply houses in the United 
States on the necessary equipment and supplies for clinics of one and 
two operating dentists. A number of the local dentists have also 
generously offered their services gratis in order that the children of 
the poorer classes may have the opportunity of properly caring for 
their teeth, and also that all classes may likewise be duly impressed 
with the importance of such care. 


MORTALITY FROM TYPHOID, TUBERCULOSIS, AND PNEU- 
MONIA IN 43 LARGE CITIES, 1922. 


The provisional death rate for 62 large cities (27,500,000 popula- 
tion) for 1922 was given by the Bureau of the Census' as 12.5 per 
1,000, second only to the record low rate, 12.1, for the same cities in 
1921. 

The following summary for 43 cities, by certain causes, shows a 
typhoid fever death rate of 3.1 per 100,000 population in 1922 against 
a rate of 3.6 in 1921. The highest rate shown for 1922 is 16.7, for 
Nashville, Tenn., and the lowest rate is zero, for New Bedford, Mass., 
and Providence, R. 1., in which places no deaths from typhoid fever 
occurred during the year. 

For tuberculosis (all forms) the rate for 1922 was 99.7 per 100,000 
population as against 104.5 in 1921. 

For pneumonia (all forms) the rate for 1922 was 137.8 as against 
106.7 in 1921.

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DEATH RATES IN A GROUP OF INSURED PERSONS. 


COMPARISON OF DEATH RATES FOR PRINCIPAL CAUSES, OCTOBER AND NOVEMBER, 
1922, AND NOVEMBER AND YEAR, 1921. 

The table below is taken from the Statistical Bulletin of the 
Metropolitan Life Insurance Co. for December, 1922, and presents 
the mortality experience of the company for October and November, 
1922, and for November and year, 1921. The rates are based on 
a strength of approximately 14,000,000 insured persons. 

Comparison of the rates for important causes of death, for Novem- 
ber, 1922, with the same month of 1921, shows reductions in 1922 
for diphtheria, scarlet fever, typhoid fever, and tuberculosis. The 
rates for organic heart disease, pneumonia, and Bright's disease are 
substantially the same for both years. Mortality from measles 
continued higher in 1922 than in 1921, but the 1921 record for this 
disease was the lowest in the experience of the company. Influenza 
mortality was also slightly higher for November, 1922.

Information dated December 14, 1922, shows an outbreak of 
typhus fever at Belmullet, County Mayo, Ireland. The disease was 
stated to have appeared about June 15, 1922, and to have continued 
to appear at intervals with a total of 20 cases reported to December 
14, 1922. The origin of the outbreak was attributed to overcrowd- 
ing in an unused coast-guard station in which refugee families had 
taken shelter. Belmullet was stated to be a long-recognized typhus 
fever district, the population being congested, living in poor eco- 
nomic conditions and housing animals in dwellings. 


JAMAICA, 
*Alastrim.” 


During the three weeks ended December 30, 1922, 75 new cases of 
“alastrim” were reported in the island of Jamaica. 


Typhoid Fever—Kingston and Vicinity. 


During the same period, 12 cases of typhoid fever were reported 
at Kingston, Jamaica, and 23 cases in the surrounding country. 


JAPAN.

Under date of December 12, 1922, plague was reported spreading 
in Osaka, Japan, a city of 1,252,972 population, situated 20 miles 
east of Kobe.

A sharp increase in the number of new cases is shown for the latter 
part of October and the month of November, and it is stated that 
the disease has spread from the district in which it originated to two 
other wards of the city. 

The sanitary authorities have taken measures to suppress the dis- 
ease, including quarantine, rat-proofing, and rat eradication. Plague- 
infected rats have been killed in all sections of the city. 

The American consul at Kobe has taken precautionary measures 
to prevent the transmission of the disease to the United States. 
These measures were adopted shortly after the appearance of the 
first case of the disease, and consist of the following: 

1. All vessels leaving Osaka Harbor for the United States must be 
fumigated beéore a bill of health is granted. 

2. All merchandise which may carry infected fleas, such as rags, 
old clothing, ete., must be thoroughly disinfected before shipment 
to the United States. 

3. All merchandise which may attract rats, such as fruits and vege- 
tables, must be packed in crates into which rats can not enter, before 
shipment to the United States.

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Quarantine Against Ports in Chiriqui Province Removed. 


Inspection of the western portion of Chiriqui Province, Republic 
of Panama, of which report was received under date of December 26, 
1922, shows practically no smallpox present there. Varicella (chicken 
pox) was stated to be prevalent. In the eastern portion of the 
Province a few cases of smallpox were believed to be present in the 
vicinity of Remedios. It was stated that there was very little mari- 
time communication with that portion of the Republic. 

The quarantine circular issued by the chief quarantine officer, 
Panama Canal, December 22, 1921, imposing maritime quarantine 
against Chiriqui Province, Republic of Panama, on account of the 
presence there of smallpox, was declared canceled December 26, 1922.
